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Campbellsville students to eat free

Students at Campbellsville Independent 
Schools won’t have to pay a dime for their 
breakfast or lunch this coming school 
year. 

At Monday night’s regular Campbells¬ 
ville School Board meeting, Jeff Richard¬ 
son, food services director, announced 
that because enough of the District’s stu¬ 
dents now qualify for free lunches, the 
District can participate in a program that 
will allow the entire student population to 
receive free breakfasts and lunches. The 


news was followed by applause from 
Board members. 

Richardson told Board members that 
eligibility to participate in the program is 
based on the number of students who 
qualify for Medicaid, food stamps and 
other types of government assistance. 

He said 55 percent of Campbellsville’s 
students qualify for free lunches. When a 
student qualifies for that benefit, the Dis¬ 
trict receives $2.79 for each lunch. 

When using a federal reimbursement 
formula, he said, the District will actually 
receive the full $2.79 reimbursement for 
88 percent of its students. 

For the remaining 12 percent of stu¬ 
dents, Richardson said, the District will 
receive a federal reimbursement of 25 
cents for each. 


Since the District will be receiving full 
reimbursement for 88 percent of its near¬ 
ly 1,100 students, Richardson said, the 
District can choose to waive the cost of 
lunches for the remaining 12 percent if it 
believes that is feasible. 

Richardson said he believes having free 
breakfasts and lunches will encourage 
more students to eat, which will mean the 
District will receive more reimburse¬ 
ment. 

Richardson told Board members that 
the District will try to get about 200 more 
students to eat breakfast to receive more 
funding. And now that the meals are free, 
he said he believes that won’t be a prob¬ 
lem. 

Superintendent Mike Deaton said break¬ 
fasts were provided free last school year 


during testing. Richardson said the Dis¬ 
trict saw a large jump in the number of 
students who ate breakfast during that 
time. 

Richardson said school workers will 
research providing a '‘grab and go” 
breakfast for high school students that 
can be eaten in the classroom or gymna¬ 
sium. He said that might make more 
cleaning for custodians, however. 

“Getting a free meal outweighs that,” he 
said. 

Richardson said having free breakfast 
and lunch will help students who were 
struggling to afford paying for them. 

“Some of our kids, it’s the best meal they 
get all day.”

Arrest comes following 
non-injury collision

A Taylor County public 
official has been arrest¬ 
ed and charged with 
breaking the same law 
he was elected to uphold. 

Henry Wayne Parson, 

70, of 313 Candace St., 
was arrested at 3:13 p.m. 
on Monday and charged 
with DUI. 

Parson was re-elected 
to the 5th District con¬ 
stable seat in May 2010. He defeated two 
opponents for the post. 

According to Parson’s arrest citation, 
he was allegedly involved in a non-inju¬ 
ry collision on west U.S 68 and Tharp 
Drive. Campbellsville Police Officer 
Nelson Bishop responded to the scene. 

Nelson wrote in court records that 
Parson smelled of alcohol, had poor bal¬ 
ance and slurred his speech. 

Parson allegedly failed a field sobriety 
test and had a blood alcohol level of .19 
on a Breathalyzer test, higher than the 
legal limit of .08. Nelson charged Parson 
with DUI, his first offense. 

Parson was taken to the Taylor County 
Detention Center, where he was booked 
and then released on a $1,000 unsecured 
bond. No money is posted with an unse¬ 
cured bond. It sets an amount that a

Several new state laws go into effect today

It will be a bit more difficult for drug 
producers to get their hands on large 
amounts of a product needed to make 
methamphetamine, thanks to a law that 
goes into effect today. 

Also in measures that become law today, 
passengers in large vans are no longer 
exempt from wearing a seat belt and 
thieves won’t be able to sell stolen copper 
and other materials for quick cash at 
recycling centers. 

Another bill allows Kentuckians to carry 
concealed weapons without a license on 
their property or place of business. 


The new laws approved during the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly earlier this year 
go into effect today. 

According to a Legislative Research 
Commission news release, legislation 
approved becomes state law 90 days after 
a legislative session ends, unless the mea¬ 
sure contains an emergency clause that 
makes it effective as soon as it is signed 
by Kentucky’s governor. This year’s reg¬ 
ular session ended April 12. 

A complete list of the laws that go into 
effect today, according to the LRC news 
release, is printed as a sidebar to this 
story online at www.cknj.com. 

Taylor County’s senator and representa¬ 
tive say they believe the bill aimed at 
making meth production more difficult is 
one of the most important of the state’s 
new laws. 


The law tightens rules on purchasing 
cold and allergy medicines that contain 
an ingredient commonly used to make 
meth. The monthly over-the-counter pur¬ 
chase limit of ephedrine and pseu- 
doephedrine in pill or tablet forms is 
reduced from 9 to 7.2 grams. The law also 
sets a 24-gram yearly limit for residents. 

State Rep. John “Bam” Carney, R-Camp- 
bellsville, said he voted against the bill 
because the majority of constituents he 
spoke to said they believe it punishes 
those who obey the law. 

However, he said, he supports efforts to 
curb meth production and believes the 
law will help in that regard. 

“There’s no dispute that we must do 
everything we can to curb the meth prob¬ 
lem,” he said. “It’s killing our families.” 

Carney said his only concern is that the 


law could be considered an infringement 
on residents’ rights. He says he under¬ 
stands, however, that action must be 
taken to prevent meth production. 

“It is a major epidemic for the common¬ 
wealth,” he said. 

State Sen. Jimmy Higdon, R-Lebanon, 
said he believes legislation geared toward 
eliminating pill mills and the state’s bud¬ 
get were two other important pieces of 
legislation approved during this session. 

He said the meth bill, which he voted for 
only after the yearly purchase limit was 
doubled from 12 grams to 24 grams, 
shouldn’t negatively impact those buying 
the medications for their intended use. 

“We’ve been told, 99 percent of the 
people should be able to function fine 
with that amount,” he said. 
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Library plans delayed 


Move to new 
not happen

State officials still haven’t 
given their OK to the plans 
to convert the former 
Gabehart Lumber building 
into the new Taylor County 
Public Library 

Library officials are 
hopeful that the delay in 
getting the go-ahead to 
start the project won’t 
delay its completion date, 
however. 

District Board members 
met on Monday to discuss 
the status of the project, 
among other items. 

Vice President Eddie 
Hazelwood said the 
library’s plans were on the 
top of the stack waiting for 
approval, but after they 
were resubmitted last 
month seem to have gone 
to the bottom of the stack. 

It was announced at last 
month’s meeting that state 
officials rejected the plans 
and several minor changes 
were needed. The plans 
were resubmitted after 
those changes were made. 

Hazelwood said the plans 
were given unofficial 
approval after being resub¬ 
mitted, though he believes 
no work should be done 
until the project has offi¬ 
cially been given the go- 
ahead. 

“There’s just nothing you 
can do but wait,” he said. 


location may 
until winter 

Library Outreach Librar¬ 
ian Bonnie Webster asked 
if this will push the move 
to winter, which members 
said it will. 

Library Director Julia 
Turpin said waiting on 
state approval has put the 
project a few weeks behind, 
but she hopes it will be 
completed by Jan. 1. The 
project is expected to cost 
about $1 million. 

The library has a build¬ 
ing fund and CDs and will 
get a loan to fund the proj¬ 
ect. Board members voted 
to use one of the library’s 
CDs to pay some bills for 
the project that are due 
next month. 

The city owns the library 
building, and Campbells- 
ville Mayor Tony Young 
says he has given some 
thought to what will 
become of it after the 
library moves. 

He said the Campbells- 
ville/Taylor County Eco¬ 
nomic Development 
Authority, Greater Camp- 
bellsville United, Commu¬ 
nity Ventures Corp. and 
the Campbellsville/Taylor 
County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce could move to the 
building from its office 
space across the street 
from Campbellsville Fire 
& Rescue. He said another 
idea is to have the Taylor 
County Tourist Commis¬ 
sion move there as well to 


create a central location 
for all of those agencies. 

Young said he also con¬ 
sidered moving the Camp¬ 
bellsville City Council 
meetings to the library 
building, but that might 
not be feasible. 

Moving offices to the 
library building would cost 
some money for renova¬ 
tions, he said, and is at this 
point only a proposal. 

Also at the meeting: 

• A bid was awarded to 
Application Services Inc. 
of Campbellsville to do the 
connectivity and surveil¬ 
lance for the new library. 

• Turpin announced that 
the library will be audited 
some time this month, and 
another audit will be per¬ 
formed after the library 
moves. She said any time 
more than $750,000 is 
spent for a renovation proj¬ 
ect, an audit is required. 
The library pays for an 
audit every four years. 

• In presenting her 
monthly report, Webster 
said she read to nine day¬ 
cares and eight Campbells¬ 
ville Child Development 
Center classes, for a total 
of 369 children in the 
month of June, conducted 
one adult program and 24 
for children. She said 324 
children signed up for the 
summer reading program. 

Forty-four people attend¬ 
ed the nocturnal animals 
summer reading program 


at Green River Lake and 
77 came to the Animal 
Tales program. 

Turpin said the summer 
reading program’s magi¬ 
cian event was also very 
popular and will likely be 
back next year. 

• Updates to the library’s 
inclement weather and 
personnel policies were 
approved, as was a formal 
contract with Blevins Con¬ 
struction to perform the 
construction management 
services for the new library 
building. 

• In presenting the 
library’s circulation report, 
Turpin said June’s circula¬ 
tion numbers were up, 
though audio and digital 
checkouts were down. She 
said the number of indi¬ 
vidual transactions library 
staff performed was up. 
She said that even though 
there were fewer programs 
at the library in June, more 
children attended than 
usual. 

• Turpin told Board mem¬ 
bers that the library’s 
booth at the Campbells¬ 
ville/Taylor County Fourth 
of July Celebration went 
well and many people vis¬ 
ited. She said there are 
plans to do a booth again 
next year, and the library 
will participate in the 
annual children’s parade. 

• The Board’s next meet¬ 
ing will be Monday, Aug. 
13, at noon at the library. It 
is open to the public. 


City applies for loan to complete water tank project 


Loan is required to receive 
$550,000 federal grant

The city has applied for a 
loan to pay for its $2.3 mil¬ 
lion water storage tank 
project. And with the appli¬ 
cation for the loan comes a 
$550,000 grant from the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture to help with the 
cost. 

In all, the city has 
received just more than $2 
million in grant funding 
for the project, though to 
get $550,000 of that, it must 
apply for a $1.6 million 
loan, which must be spent 
first to pay for the project. 

At a special Campbells¬ 
ville City Council meeting 
on Monday night, Council 
members adopted a reso¬ 
lution giving Campbells¬ 
ville Mayor Tony Young 
the go-ahead to apply for 
interim loan financing for 
the project. 

Young told Council mem¬ 
bers that this project has 
been in the works for many 
years and the stars are 
finally aligning for it to 
come to fruition. 

“It’s Campbellsville’s 
number,” he said. 

Young said the city is 
working hard to sell its 
water to surrounding coun¬ 
ties at a time when some 
communities are being 
asked to conserve water. 

“We’re in great shape,” 
Young said. “I really think 
some good things are 
gonna happen to this 
area.” 

Councilman Stan McKin¬ 
ney said he believes the 
tank will bring industry to 
the Taylor County area. 

Councilwoman Patti Phil¬ 
lips asked why the city has 
to apply for a $1.6 million 
grant when it has received 
more than $2 million in 


grant funding for the proj¬ 
ect. 

Young said there was no 
guarantee that the city 
would get grant money and 
the $550,000 USDA grant 
is contingent upon borrow¬ 
ing $1.6 million. 

“We had to get out there 
and get this financing,” he 
said. 

The financing is an 
extremely low rate, Young 
said, and the new tank will 
put the community in great 
shape for this generation 
and ones to come. 

Young said a long-range 
plan is to build another 
1-million gallon water tank 
in the community after the 
one in the works. 

“If this was my business, 
I would be really excited,” 
he said. 

On Tuesday, Young said 
the city has received four 
grants for the water tank 
project, including the 
$550,000 USDA grant, a 
total of $750,000 from the 
Kentucky Infrastructure 
Authority and $746,000 in 
a Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant that Gov. 
Steve Beshear recently 
came to Campbellsville to 
announce. 

In all, the grants total 
$2,046,000. With the 
$1,650,000 loan, he said, 
there is a total of $3,696,000 
available to pay for the 
$2.3 million project. 

Young said the loan must 
be used first to pay for the 
project, which will leave 
more than $1.3 million 
after the project is paid for. 
He said there will have to 
be some discussion as to 
what to do with that money, 
whether it be to build 
another water tank or work 
on water lines. 

Campbellsville Water Co. 
will be the entity borrow¬ 


ing the $1.6 million, he 
said, which is a branch of 
the city. 

The water tank will be 
installed on the city’s KY 
55 property, just behind 
the CLARCOR building. It 
will replace two unsafe 
and deteriorated tanks in 
the Summit Drive-Wilson 
Heights area built in the 
1950s. 

The project will increase 
the county’s water capaci¬ 
ty by 400,000 gallons. 

The city operates a water 
treatment and distribution 
system for the city and 
part of Taylor County. The 
current system includes 
six water storage tanks. 

The state’s Division of 
Water has issued warnings 
for two of the tanks citing 
their poor condition. 

Young said the city has to 
take several steps before 
actually beginning the 
water tank project. 

He said those steps, 
which included adopting 
several resolutions, should 
be completed by next 
month. 

He said the city should be 
able to advertise for bids 
for the project next month 
and begin work in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Council member Terry 
Keltner did not attend the 


meeting. All other mem¬ 
bers attended. 

Financial Report 

The city’s May revenue 
was $919,334.90, while 
year-to-date revenue was 
just more than $10.1 mil¬ 
lion. Budgeted revenue 
for the year was nearly 
$8.9 million. 

May expenses were 
$786,099.67, while year- 
to-date expenses were 
nearly $9.2 million. Bud¬ 
geted expenses were 
nearly $8.9 million. 

Several city departments 
have spent more than 92 
percent of their budgets, 
with 92 percent of the fis¬ 
cal year having passed as 
of May. 

The general government, 
fire/fire and rescue, plan¬ 
ning and codes, garage, 
park and swimming pool 
departments have spent in 
excess of the 92 percent. 
Young said some adjust¬ 
ments were made. 

Young’s financial report 
states that more than $1.2 
million more revenue had 
been received through 
May of the last fiscal year 
than was budgeted. 

Year-to-date expenses 
were $285,000 more than 
budgeted.

Editorial 

Oh, the irony 
of it all 

T he U.S. Supreme Court’s recent 5-4 decision 
upholding the constitutionality of the Patient 
Protection and Affordable Care Act was, in a 
word, ironic. Moreover, it provides the Obama 
administration, his Oval Office challenger Mitt 
Romney and congressional politicians on both sides 
of the aisle what they wanted — at least for now. 
First, the irony of the court’s ruling. 

To the outcry of staunch conservatives and Obam- 
acare opponents nationwide, Chief Justice John 
Roberts was not only the swing vote, but crafted the 
high court’s majority opinion to uphold the act as 
constitutional. Recall during Roberts’ 2005 Senate 
confirmation hearings, it was a young and little- 
known senator from Illinois named Barack Obama 
who joined other Democrats in opposition of then- 
President George W. Bush’s appointment of Rob¬ 
erts to the court. Since his confirmation, Roberts 
and Obama have agreed on little. 

How ironic that what supporters of the health care 
reform act point to as the hallmark of President 
Obama’s term in office, his landmark legislation 
was breathed continued life by the very Supreme 
Court Justice he voted against. And in doing so, he, 
Democrats and other supporters of Obamacare 
were spared the embarrassment of it being struck 
down as unconstitutional. 

At the same time, the ruling provides Romney the 
definition he and the GOP have sought regarding 
an important and controversial component of the 
act. 

In his majority opinion for the court, Roberts 
defined the individual mandate to be a tax on those 
who choose not to purchase health care insurance. 
Because the court viewed and defined it to be a tax, 
it falls within Congress’ powers and authority to lay 
and collect taxes and duties and, therefore, is con¬ 
stitutional. 

This must be a bitter pill to swallow for Demo¬ 
crats, who have stuck doggedly to Obama’s talking 
points that the legislation and the individual man¬ 
date isn’t a tax — especially on the middle class 
who Obama vowed not to impact with additional 
tax burden. Though disappointed with the uphold¬ 
ing, the definition is certainly sweet as candy for 
Romney and fellow Republicans who now vow to 
double-down on their efforts to gain the White 
House and repeal it. 

Yes, everyone seems to have gotten a little some¬ 
thing through the decision. Obamacare stands, at 
least for now, leaving a feather in the president’s 
cap. Republicans can shine a bright new light of 
opposition on its taxation nature. 

But the court’s decision only deemed Obamacare 
to be constitutional, not well-planned legislation. 
The real long-term impact and outcome for the 
nation has yet to be determined. And for average 
Americans like us, the stakes are high. Deep and 
concerning questions remain on how the Afford¬ 
able Health Care Act truly will impact the afford¬ 
ability, accessibility and quality of health care ser¬ 
vice, how it will effect employment security and 
opportunity and how employers and health care 
providers will have to adjust their operating plans 
to deal with it.

W hen I was a young boy, 
my father would drive 
around the block three 
or four times downtown to find a 
parking space. There wasn’t a 
vacant store in downtown at that 
time. After shopping centers 
and strip malls became popular, 
our downtown stores began to 
move to those areas. But recent 
efforts to revitalize downtown 
have reversed that trend. 

The appearance of the down¬ 
town area gives an immediate 
image of the community’s char¬ 
acter. A high-quality streetscape 
is key to a unique and identifi¬ 
able community image. 

Important elements in 
streetscape design include build¬ 
ing facades, sidewalk and street 
design, landscaping, street fur¬ 
niture and lighting. 

Streets should be attractive, 
easy to navigate and provide 
space for large public gather¬ 
ings. These components, along 
with convenient parking and 
interesting historic buildings, 
create an inviting atmosphere 
and bring more people to the 
area. 

Improving abandoned proper¬ 
ties is a time-consuming and 
costly service. Residents rely on 
the city for enforcement of build¬ 
ing codes and assistance when 
the owner of an abandoned prop¬ 
erty fails to properly maintain 
its appearance. 

For example, the city has 
recently completed the demoli-

tion of the old radio station build¬ 
ing near Buckhorn Creek on 
West Main Street. An old, dete¬ 
riorated building is gone and a 
green space now exists. 

While visiting an old city in 
Florida, I saw crosswalks made 
with red brick and envisioned 
how this would work for our city. 
However, a concern was how 
stable a brick surface would be 
with the freezing temperatures 
we experience in Kentucky. 
Therefore, it was suggested to 
create a similar look with con¬ 
crete. 

The asphalt was sawed and 
removed, creating a cavity in 
which to pour concrete. The new 
concrete was impressed with 
grooves to resemble brick and 
was painted red with white bor¬ 
dering stripes. Design enhances 
the attractiveness of the busi¬ 
ness district. Other initiatives 
are under way, including the use 
of municipal aid funds to reseal 
and stripe Main Street. Also, 
downtown businesses partnered 
with the city to place urns and 
flowers in the downtown area. 

We are working on historic 
building rehabilitation, street 


and alley cleanup, additional 
lighting and colorful banners to 
improve the physical image of 
downtown as a quality place to 
shop, work, walk and live. 

The “Market off Main” and 
“Music off Main” events, which 
were conceived by downtown 
business owners, have brought 
excitement to downtown. Future 
dates can be found on www. 
campbellsville.us. Street festi¬ 
vals, parades, retail events and 
image development campaigns 
are some of the ways we are 
encouraging consumer traffic. 

Downtown is our community’s 
stage. This is where we come to 
celebrate great accomplish¬ 
ments and honor our great 
nation. 

A healthy and vibrant down¬ 
town boosts the economic 
strength and quality of life in 
our community by creating jobs, 
supporting small businesses and 
protecting property values.

When it comes to marriage, religion matters 


I t’s wedding season, and May 
through August are the most 
popular months for marriage 
ceremonies. Planning a wedding, 
depending on the elaborateness of 
the ceremony and number of guests 
attending, can involve months of 
preparation.

more fulfilling sex life. The authors 
maintain that love making, romance 
and conversation increase 20 to 30 
percent when couples practice pray¬ 
ing aloud together and fear of divorce 
diminishes to zero percent. 

I’m not interested in the quality of 
Holmes’ and Cruise’s intimate life. 
However, Cruise’s commitment to 
his faith and Holmes’ apparent lack 
of the same appears to have created 
a rift. 

Holmes was raised a Roman Catho¬ 
lic. Whether her conversion to Scien¬ 
tology was sincere and deliberate or 
a cavalier decision made in the heat 
of romance may be argued by both 
parties. According to Us Weekly, 
Holmes is fed up with Scientology’s 
rules and its demands of child rear¬ 
ing. The couple has a daughter, six- 
year-old Suri.

On Tuesday, Richardson 
said research shows that 
students who eat healthy 
meals perform and learn 
better. 

He said Campbellsville 
Schools has never offered 
its entire student body free 
breakfast and lunch before. 
Monroe County participat¬ 
ed in the program last 
year, he said, and reported 
that it worked well. The 
program began last year 
in three states, including 
Kentucky. 

Board member Angie 
Johnson said having free 
meals will help parents 
save time in no longer hav¬ 
ing to prepare meals as 
well as saving the cost of 
groceries to make those 
meals. 

Richardson said it will 
also help those who were 
embarrassed to ask for 
their free meals because 
now all students will be 
equal. 

He said the District will 
continue to sell a la cart 
items in its lunch rooms 
for those who would like to 
purchase extra items. 

Board Vice Chair 
Suzanne Wilson asked if 
providing the free meals 
will be for only the upcom¬ 
ing school year. 

Richardson said the Dis¬ 
trict can offer the meals 
for this coming school year 
but has the option to con¬ 
tinue the program. 

He said the District’s eli¬ 
gibility will be based on 
the number of students 
who qualify for free and 
reduced lunches. He said 
he anticipates that the Dis¬ 
trict’s number will contin¬ 
ue to increase. 

Opening day for Camp¬ 
bellsville Independent stu¬ 
dents is Aug. 2. 

Board member Mitch 
Overstreet is on vacation 
and did not attend Mon¬ 
day’s meeting. 

Academic Spotlight 

The academic spotlight 
was on the Campbellsville 
Family Resource and 
Youth Services Center. 

Coordinator Sue Crab¬ 
tree told Board members 
that she was recently told 


schools will soon be 
charged $10 for each back¬ 
ground check for those 
who want to volunteer with 
school systems. She said 
she submitted about 100 
requests before the dead¬ 
line to help save the Dis¬ 
trict money.

She 
said the program gives 
local students work expe¬ 
rience and provides busi¬ 
nesses with free help. 

Crabtree said members 
of the Sawtooth Sisters 
Quilt Guild have made 
some quilts for students in 
the District who have 
babies. 

Also at the meeting: 

• Deaton reported that 
custodians and mainte¬ 
nance workers are clean¬ 
ing and doing some 
upgrades to the District’s 
school buildings to prepare 
for the upcoming school 
year.

defendant must pay if he 
or she doesn’t appear at 
all scheduled court 
appearances. 

Records state that Par¬ 
son is scheduled to be 
arraigned in Taylor Dis¬ 
trict Court on Monday, 
July 30. 

A first-offense DUI is a 
misdemeanor offense, 
punishable by a $200 to 
$500 fine, an order to 
attend a 90-day alcohol 
and drug treatment pro¬ 
gram and a license sus¬ 
pension for 30 to 120 days. 
A typical suspension is 90 
days. 

Since Parson’s alleged 
blood alcohol level was 
higher than .15, according 
to court documents, that 
creates an aggravating 
circumstance. As a result, 
Parsons could be sen¬ 
tenced to a mandatory 
minimum of four days in 
jail.

visible to residents when 
helping direct traffic. 

However, constables are 
law enforcement officers 
and can cite speeders, 
serve warrants, collect 
taxes and patrol county 
roads. Constables are also 
the only officials with the 
power to arrest the sher¬ 
iff. 

Campbellsville Police 
Chief Tim Hazlette said 
Parson was stopped after 
a rear-end collision. He 
said he doesn’t believe 
Parson was acting in his 
constable capacity when 
he was stopped and arrest¬ 
ed. 

Hazlette said constables 
don’t answer to a supervi¬ 
sor per say, only to the 
voters who live in their 
district. He said Taylor 
County’s magistrates have 
the authority to allow con¬ 
stables to install blue 
police lights on their 
cars. 

Taylor County Attorney 
John Bertram said con¬ 


stables are subject to pun¬ 
ishment for breaking laws 
just as the average resi¬ 
dent. 

Bertram said he isn’t 
aware of a provision that 
would allow another con¬ 
stable to fulfill Parson’s 
duties if his license was 
suspended. 

According to a candidate 
questionnaire Parson 
completed in 2010 just 
before the Primary Elec¬ 
tion in May, he has more 
than 20 years of law 
enforcement experience 
and earned a GED. He 
wrote that he decided to 
run for public office to 
help make the community 
safer. 

“I am qualified and have 
20 years’ experience,” he 
wrote. “I have worked 
with the Taylor County 
School System for 10-plus 
years doing traffic control 
to help parents, children 
and bus drivers in and out 
of school to make it as safe 
as possible.”

Instead, after 
showing proof of owner¬ 
ship, a check will be 
mailed to those selling 
certain metals to recy¬ 
cling centers. The legisla¬ 
tion will also ensure that 
recycling centers receive 
reports on recently stolen 
metal items in the area. 
The bill does not affect 
individuals recycling alu¬ 
minum cans. 

• Confederate Pensions 
— Removes from the law 
books outdated language 
regarding pensions for 
Confederate soldiers. 


• Consumer Protection 
— Protects homeowners 
from being defrauded by 
providing a five-day grace 
period to cancel a signed 
roofing contract if the 
homeowner’s insurance 
policy does not cover the 
repair work. 

• Diplomas — Provides 
diplomas to students with 
disabilities who finish 
modified high school cur- 
riculums.

Spring duck 
numbers at an 
all-time high 
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Justin Rattliff 


picked up the win 
in the Firecracker 40 
for Super Late Models 
at Lake Cumberland 
Speedway in Burnside 
on Saturday night. 


T here’s good news for duck hunters. In fact it’s some 
of the best news in years. 

North America’s total spring duck population is 
the highest ever recorded, according to the annual Water- 
fowl Breeding Population and Habitat Survey. 

That doesn’t mean all of those ducks will make their 
way through central Kentucky come the fall hunting sea¬ 
son, but it’s a reasonable assumption there will be more 
birds this fall. 

While ducks can be found throughout Kentucky, most of 
the fall and early winter migration is through the western 
part of the state. 

Conducted each May by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice and the Canadian Wildlife Service, the annual water- 
fowl breeding population survey puts the duck population 
at 48.6 million birds. That represents a seven percent 
increase from 201 l’s record number of 45.6 million. 

“This is the highest duck count since we started the 
survey in 1955,” says Dr. Frank Rohwer, Delta Water¬ 
fowl’s scientific director. “We had excellent wetland con¬ 
ditions in 2011, the second-highest pond count ever. So 
last year, we made a pile of ducks. This year, we’re count¬ 
ing them.” 

Mallards, blue-winged teal, green-winged teal, gad- 
walls, canvasbacks, northern shovelers and scaup are all 
up significantly from last year, with both species of teal 
and shovelers at all-time highs. Blue-winged teal are esti¬ 
mated at 9.2 million, green-winged teal number more 
than 3.4 million and shovelers now top 5 million. 

Mallard breeding numbers sit at 10.6 million, a 15 per¬ 
cent increase over 2011 and 40 percent over the long¬ 
term average. 

“All in all, this is a great duck count,” says Rohwer. 
While the total breeding population is strong, the news 
is different for breeding habitat. The survey is calling 
2012 an “average to below-average” year for moisture. 
The total pond count for prairie Canada and United 
States combined has dropped 32 percent, from an esti¬ 
mated 8.1 million ponds last year to 5.5 million this year. 

Significantly, the biggest decline in wetland conditions 
has occurred on the U.S. prairies. The pond estimate for 
the Dakotas and Montana is 1.7 million, which is 49 per¬ 
cent below the estimates from last year. 

The overall pond count is still nine percent above aver¬ 
age, but as the prairies dry out, you can expect a direct 
impact on hunting, says Joel Brice, Delta’s senior direc¬ 
tor of conservation. 

“Let’s not forget that we hunt the fall flight, not the 
spring count,” says Brice. “Lots of ducks jammed into 
fewer wetlands negatively impacts breeding success. 
There’s a good chance we won’t see as many juveniles as 
last year, and those are the birds that are easiest to decoy. 
Still, it promises to be great year. We may just have to 
work a bit harder.”

Stewart 
is ‘smokin’ 



Tony Stewart 
has won four of 
his five restric¬ 
tor-plate races 
at Daytona. 


T ony Stewart pulled off a victory in Saturday 
night’s Coke Zero Sprint Cup race by making 
a stunning last-lap pass around Matt Kenseth. 
“I wish I could explain it,” said Stewart, who has 
five restrictor-plate victories in Sprint Cup, with 
four coming at Daytona. “The great thing about 
restrictor-plate racing is that 43 cars all have the 
same shot at winning the race, but that’s also part of 
what makes it frustrating, too. It’s just being at the 
right place at the right time, and when those last 
two big wrecks happened, we were in the right spot. 
We were ahead of them both times.” 

Stewart took the lead on lap 131 after a multi-car 
accident in turn four and led for 21 laps before 
relinquishing the spot to the duo of Matt Kenseth 
and Greg Biffle on lap 152. When another massive 
crash set up a two-lap dash to the finish, Stewart 
regained the lead on the final lap with an impres¬ 
sive drive around Biffle and Kenseth off turn two 
and down the backstretch. 

As Stewart and the leaders approached the finish 
line, a massive wreck broke out that claimed the 
cars driven by Jeff Gordon, Clint Bowyer, Kyle 
Busch, Marcos Ambrose, David Gilliland, David 
Ragan, Juan Montoya, and Trevor Bayne. 

Jeff Burton finished behind Stewart in the runner- 
up spot as the race ended under caution, while 
Kenseth, Joey Logano and Ryan Newman rounded 
out the top-five. Carl Edwards, Kasey Kahne, Brad 
Keselowski, Michael Waltrip and Bobby Labonte 
comprised the remainder of the top-10. 

Kurt Busch, winner of Friday night’s Nationwide 
race was involved in a multi-car accident on lap 92, 
which proved to be the beginning of the end of the 
bid by the 2004 Sprint Cup champion for his second 
victory in as many nights at the 2.5-mile super¬ 
speedway and led to a disappointing 35th-place fin¬ 
ish. Jimmie Johnson wound up with a DNF after his 
car spun into the inside wall on lap 125, finishing 
36th. 

Are more cautions needed? 

Bruton Smith said NASCAR needs to implement 
mandatory cautions, or race stoppages, to bring 
more excitement to the races, but top NASCAR offi¬ 
cials said, “not so fast.” 

“Call it what you want, but you’ve got to have cau¬ 
tion flags,” Smith said last week. “That creates 
excitement. You can’t just sit there with nothing 
happening. It ruins the event. It’s damaging to our 
sport. 

“Cautions flags and caution laps are down this 
year in NASCAR. Many races this season have pro¬ 
duced long green-flag runs without a lot of passing 
up front.” 

Smith said NASCAR needs to deliberately create 
more double-file restarts. NASCAR made a rule 
change in 2009 that moved all the lead-lap cars to 
the front of the field, double-file, on all restarts after 
a caution flag. Those restarts often cause bumping 
late in races, and sometimes additional accidents. 
Smith said he wouldn’t mind seeing a pseudo half¬ 
time at each race to cause an additional restart. 

“I’d rather have that than some mysterious debris 
caution,” Jeff Gordon said. “The integrity of racing 
is about letting the race play out, and sometimes 
that’s the most exciting finish, sometimes it’s not. 
Trying to get in the middle of that can be challeng¬ 
ing. If you’re going to do it, it’s got to be something 
planned in advance, and you take a break. I’m not 
totally against it.” 

Meanwhile NASCAR CEO Brian France met the 
media at Daytona to assess the sport as the season 
hits the halfway mark. But France was firm in say¬ 
ing there is no intention of creating mandatory cau¬ 
tion periods for TV time-outs. 

France said there is a possibility of more events 
being shortened in an effort to enhance competition 
and create better racing. 

“Our product on the track is exciting, and sports is 
a true reality show in how it unfolds as an event,” 
NASCAR President Mike Helton said. “You have to 
be careful when you think about artificially creating 
the outcome of that.” 

Greg Biffle seemed to offer the prevailing attitude 
of most drivers. 

“I would not be against it if the races continue to 
run green the whole way with one or two cautions,” 
Biffle said. “I think over time that could lose the 
fans’ interest sitting in the stands and watching on 
TV That’s not what we want.”

Sunday: Sprint Cup Lenox Tools 301 at 
noon on TNT.

Statistics 


Campbellsville Police 

Campbellsville Police Department recently 
released its activity for the first six months of 2012. 
Included in the data are calls for service, citations 
issued, collisions investigated, warning notices, 
complaints, criminal investigations, criminal 
arrests, court processes served and alarm calls. 

The department has logged 5,558 calls since 
January for service events, which resulted in 
officers responding to or handling 7,589 com¬ 
plaints of varying nature. 

During the first half of 2012, officers have 
issued 93 citations for speeding, arrested 52 
people for driving under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol, issued 240 citations for seat belt 
violations, issued 13 citations for child restraint 
seat violations, investigated 301 traffic colli¬ 
sions, issued 799 warnings for equipment or 
traffic violations, inspected 2,005 vehicles, 
helped 623 motorists, initiated 380 investiga¬ 
tions for crimes resulting in 832 arrests, served 
394 court processes, conducted 15 safety pro¬ 
grams and responded to 175 alarm calls. 


Kentucky State Police 

During the month of June, there were 16 traf¬ 
fic collisions investigated by the Kentucky 
State Police working in the Post 15 area in the 
11 counties of Taylor, Adair, Casey, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Green, Marion, Metcalfe, Mon¬ 
roe, Russell and Washington. 

There were two fatalities during the month of 
June in the Post 15 area. Russell Veatch of Fin¬ 
ley was killed in Marion County on June 10. 
Hallie Mae Childers of Campbellsville was 
killed in Taylor County on June 23. 

This brings the Post 15 yearly fatality count to 
20 compared with 18 through this same period 
in 2011. State-wide fatality count stands at 363 
compared with 326 through this same period in 
2011. 

During the month of June 2012, there were 
940 citations written, 274 courtesy notices writ¬ 
ten, 1141 vehicles inspected, 640 complaints 
answered, 95 motorists assisted, 67 criminal 
cases opened and 152 criminal arrests made in 
the Post 15 area.

Campbellsville man charged with 
soliciting minor on Facebook 

A Campbellsville man has been arrested and 
charged with soliciting who he believed to be a 
15-year-old on Facebook for sex. 

According to a Taylor County Sheriff’s Office 
report, Brandon Swanson, 29, of 450 Greenbriar 
Drive, was arrested Monday, July 9, at 12:45 a.m. 

The report states that Swanson was arrested 
after arriving at a pre-arranged location where 
he thought was meeting a minor he communi¬ 
cated with through Facebook for sex. The 
minor was actually a Taylor County Sheriff’s 
deputy conducting an ongoing effort to combat 
Internet crimes against children. 

Swanson was charged with attempted first-degree unlawful 
transaction with a minor and the unlawful use of electronic 
means to induce a minor or peace officer posing as a minor to 
engage in sexual or other prohibited activities. He was lodged at 
the Taylor County Detention Center. 

Swanson pleaded not guilty to the charges in Taylor District 
Court on Monday. Bond was set at 10 percent of $25,000 and he 
was ordered to not use any electronic devices or the Internet. 
Court records state that he told Taylor District Court Judge Con¬ 
nie S. Phillips that he will hire his own attorney. 

The charges against Swanson are Class B and D felonies and, 
when combined, are punishable by as much as 25 years in prison. 

He is set to appear in court next for a preliminary hearing on 
Wednesday, July 18. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Detective Brian Pickard investigated. 

The Taylor County Sheriff’s Office encourages parents to 
monitor their children’s Internet use and to report any suspi¬ 
cious activity to 465-4351. 

Teen injured after striking home with vehicle 

A Campbellsville teenager was injured Sunday when he lost 
control of his vehicle and struck a home.

Darnell was transported to Taylor Regional Hospital by Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County EMS personnel. No information was 
available at press time as to his condition.
